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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

On page 6, the applicant argues that Berger assumes that the user uses an 
internet-enabled phone by referring to paragraph 29 and 37. However, in the previous 
office action, the examiner referred to paragraph 44 which clearly teaches that the UM 
server transforms the content of the original message, which may be in a format not 
compatible with the target device (this is interpreted as a non-MMS enabled phone), so 
that the content is compatible with the target device. Therefore, Berger's teaching 
discloses the possible scenario where the receiving handset is not an internet-enabled 
phone (for further clarification, see para. 32). Thus the applicant's point regarding "the 
reference teaches away from the present invention" is moot. 

On page 7, applicant argues that paragraph 35 of Berger's disclosure has no 
teaching of how a common POTS line could interact with the UM server. This point is 
moot since the claim language does not require the specific details of how the UM 
server interact with the POTs line. The claim language only requires the message is 
retrieved via a conventional voice channel which is supported by Berger's teaching (see 
paragraph 35, it is capable of transmitting to various devices ... deliver textual email 
message to a person listening on a traditional phone over a "POTS"). Although it is true 
that Berger teaches that in some cases the UM server uses the internet-enable phone, 
it is not always the case. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one 
cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections 
are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 
USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 
1986). Applicant argues that Muhonen does not teach or suggest the ability to transmit 
a stored voice message over a conventional cellular voice channel as conventional 
spoken information to the cellular handset of the recipient. Berger teaches this 
limitation as addressed in previous office action (see para. 35, 44-47).
